RUSSIANS HAVE 


SURRENDERED. 


ANTUNG, May 2, via Seoul, May 7, 7 


a. m.—A large number 'of Russisns Bur- 
rendered -today... to 'the - Japanes«,v who 
also captured some Russian artllleiy. 


The Japanese were chasing a detach- 


ment of the Russian rear guard, about 
one thousand strong, consisting of a bat- 
talion of infantry and two batteries ot 
artillery, when the enemy made, a stand 
at Hamatan, west of Klu LJen Cheng. 
The Japanese charged the Russians. Aft- 
er a stubborn resistance, and heavy loss- 
es on both sides, Russians destroyed the 
closing apparatus of their guns and sur- 
rendered them. The prisoners taken by 
the Japanese numbered about 400. 


The engagement referred to by the 


correspondent in the above dispatch was 
reported officially by General Kurokl on 
May 3rd.

STARVE OUT PORT ARTHUR. 


At the Japanese legation it is thought 


thai Russia does not intend t<> make a 


determined resistance at Fort Ar- 


thur. In support of this Idea, it Is point- 
ed out that Russia already has larjr^iy 
depleted her garrison at Port Arthur and 
that Viceroy Alexleff's departure .from 
there hardly seems a step that would be 
adopted by a commander who desired to 
risk everything to ke«p up the morale of 
his troops and enable them to withstand 
a prolonged siege. The Japanese officials 
here do not count, so much upon< the 
Japanese commander succeeding in starv- 
ing out Port Arthur, as the demoraliza- 
tion which will follow, and which must 
necessarily be heightened by a constant 
sea bombardment, menace by the land 
forces and complete isolation:

Many Brave Men Killed Before Port 


Arthur is Bottled Up 


By Japanese. 


TOKIO, May 7 (S p. m.)—Vice Ad- 


miral- Togo reports that .the entrance 
to Port; Arthur Is blockaded com- 
pletely to all vessels 
except 
small 


boats. He adds that the Japanese 
have not-lost a single war vessel, al- 
thougrh the attack resulted In consid- 
erable loss of life. 


HOW IT WAS DONE. 


TOKIO, May 7, 4 p. m.—Vice-Ad- 


miral Togo's ' official recital 
of 
the 


latest engagement off 
Port 
Arthur, 


which was received here today, shows 
that the Japanese have • blocked 
the 


entrance to the harbor. 


On .Tuesday . morning, 
after 
the 


blockading flotilla' had .signalled 
in 


vain that the attempt be abandoned 
pending the moderation of the storm, 
the crews of the separated ships in no 
way daunted • by the weather 
which 


isolated them from their companions, 
pro'ceeded to the work on their own 
desperate initiative. They forced their 
way. in the. face of Russian flre, which 
wa^more" 3ea3ly''than, over .before as a 
result of • Improved- Russjan. defenses, 
over the• field of .mines. Many: of these 
exploded,1'yet five.out.of/ the -eight 
Japanese blockading- ships, were jam- 
med Into the inner' channel and now 
prevent egress from. tlie.;harbor to all 
craft excepting small "boats. 


GREAT COURAGE. 


-.This attack exceeded all,its prede- 
cessors in desperation :ind the courage 
displayed, by the volunteers !s equal 
to that shown iii any event In the war 
history of the world. Although Viee- 
Admiral Togo again oyold-ed damage 
to a single one of tois vessels, the ' at- 
tack proved to be expensive in lives. 


The blockading flotilla consisted of 


eight stone-laden merchant-men. They 
were escorted by the gunboats Akagl, 
Commander Fuglmoto, and 
Cholkai, 


Commander Jwamura, as the second 
torpedo flotilla; 
Commander 
Shtrda, 


the third torpedo-boat destroyer flo- 
tilla, Commander Tsuchiya; the fourth 
flotilla. Commander Nagai; 
the fifth 


flotilla, Commander Mano; the ninth 
torpedo-boat flotilla, Commander Ta- 
shima; the tenth torpedo'-boat flotilla. 
Commander Otakal, and the fourteenth 
torpedo-boat flotilla, Commander Sa- 
kurai. 


ENCOUNTERED A GALE. 


The blockading: vessels and their es- 


cort left the main squadron for Port 
Arthur on Monday, evening. They en- 
countered a southeasterly gale and by 
11 o'clock at night 
the 
seas 
were 


mountainous, and it was found im- 
possible to keep the steamers together. 
Commander Hayashi, who wa* in com- 
mand of the expedition,, observed the 
Impossibility of keeping the flotilla in- 
tact and signalled it to abandon the 
attack. 


These signals were repeated until 2 


o'clock In the morning, but they failed 
to reach the vessels of the expedition 
which were swept apart by the tem- 
pestuous seas, and proceeded separate- 
ly for the mouth of the harbor. 
Up- 


on arriving there, the Mikawa Maru, 
one of the merchant-men, saw that the 
enemy was firing.upon the fourteenth 
torpedo-boat 
flotilla. 
The 
men on 


board, the Mikawa Maru thought the 
other steamers had reached the har- 
bor mouth and they steamed boldly in. 
She was:followed closely by another 
of the merchant-men, believed to 
be 


the Sakura Maru. ,Thn Russians had 
fires burning at the mouth of the har- 
bor and they used also many, powerful 
searchlights on the invading Japanese 
vessels. They poured an Incessant flre 
into the channel. 


GREAT WORK. 


Lieutenant Soaa, who was In com- 


mand of the Mikawa Maru, unhesi- 
tatingly fdrced his ship Into the chan- 
nel, rammed his way 
through 
the 


booms, and reached the center of the 
Inner entrance. 
Here he anchored his 


vessel and then blew her 
up. 
She 


sank immediately. 


•Another steamer, supposed to be the 
Sakura Maru, then came to anchor 
near a. projecting rock at the mouth 
of the harbor ahd sank. Following the, 
Sakura M&ru came thf 
Torn! Maru,, 


the....Yedo Maru, the Taro Maru, the 
Sajrirai Maru. Aikoku Majli and/tha 


Asagawo >Iaru. 
These six steamers 


advanced 
to 
the 
mouth 
of 
the 


harbor. 
The Russian flre now became 


highly effective, while a number 
of 


sunken mines, which were struck by 
the steamers began to explode. These 
explosions 
caused 
heavy 
casuaJties 


among the Japanese 
on 
board the 


blockading vessels. 
The Tomi Maru 


collided with a boom. This turned her 
stern to the eastward and she sank 
athwart the passage, blocking nearly 
one-half of the entrance to the harbor. 


CAPTAIN SHOT. 


When the Yedo Maru reached the 


mouth of the passage and was lower- 
ing her anchor, her captain, Com- 
mander Takayansi, was shot through 
the stomach and. killed. Sub-Lieuten- 
ant Nagata succeeded to the command. 
He anchored th» Yedo Maru and sank 
her. 


The other stone-laden steamers, be- 


lieved to be the Otaru Ma.ru and 
the 


Sagami Maru, then entered the mouth ol 
the harbor' and sank. 


. STRUCK A MINE. 


The Aikoku • Ma'ru then-struck a mine 


flvo cable-lengths from the mouth of the 
passage, which explodc-d and caused her 
to sink. The lieutenant of this vessel, 
Uchida, Chief Engineer Oak! and eight 
men are missing. 


A steamer thought to be the Asagawo 


Maru, ' which appeared to have had her 
rudder broken, blew herself up at tin 
foot of Golden Hill and sa::-; there. 


ONLY A MEMORY. 


VIce-Admlral Togo, in his report, says: 


, 
"This undertaking, when compared to 


the last two. resulted In greater casual- 
ties to our side. Owing to the inclem- 
ency of the weather und the increased 
preparations for defense completed by tho 
enemy, we could have none of the offi- 
cers or the crews of the Otaru Maru, the 
Sagaml Maru, the Sakura Maru or the 
Asagawo Maru. It Is. to be regrettes .'hut 
nothing particular coulJ be learned con- 
cerning their brave discharge of 
their 


duties, but the memory of their exemp- 
lary conduct will remain long In the im- 
perial navy. 


MEN RESCUED. 


'.'The destroyer and torpedo boat flo- 


tillas, besides resisting the enemy orave- 
ly, fought against wind and waves. The 
torpedo boat flotilla approached close (o 
the mouth of the harbor and 
rescued 


more than half the men. Torpedo bout 
No. 67 had a steam pipe broken by a 
shell and was disabled, but a consort, 
torpedo boat number 70, went to her as- 
sistance and towed her away. Three of 
the crew of No. 67 were wounded. 


"The destroyer Actaka had her lar- 


board engine damaged by a shell.and one 
sailor on boaid of* her was killed. One 
Eallor on board the Hayabusa was Killed 
by a shell. 


SEARCHING FOR MEN. 


"The 
third detachment, Rear-Admiral 


Dewa commanding, reached Port Arthur 
at 6 o'clock Tuesday morning. The first 
detachment, under 
Vlce-Aamlral Togo, 


Rear-Admiral Nashlha second in com-- 
mend, arrived off Port Arthur at 9 In th» 
morning" for tho purpose of protecting 
the destroyer and the torpedo boat flo- 
tillas and to search for the crews of the 
su.iken merchantmen. 
Tho 
vessels of 


these detachments remained until 
four 


o'clock of Tuesday afternoon, but their 
search was fruitless. The day was foggy 
and it was impossible to observe the con- 
dition of the enemy 
"The detachments then 
returned to 
their base, and since tho morning of May 
4 they have been engaged In 
othrr 
operations."

It is'quite evident that If all 
government rests on divi.ie autho ity, literally speaking, then every form of 
government exists by ord nation of God and not by consent of the governed. 
In combatting this theorj THE TRIBUNE enunciated the doctrine that the 
Almighty left the matter of temporal government in the hands of men, who 
constructed such systems and ins ituted such forms as their intelligence di- 
rected and their necessities required. Change in the systems became necessary 
to root out abuses ar.a bnng the government up to the necessities and intelli- 
gence of the people. 
Exi ept -where subject races are governed by stronger 


ones, the standard of government uses or falls according to the mental, moial 
and material development of the people. If the people retrograde, so does the 
government; if they advance, so coes their go%ernment. In other -words, tha 
government is precisely v hat the governed make it—a reflex o£ the mon Is 
and intellects of the time. 


Our San Francisco c-ontempon ry repudiates the doctrine of divine right, 


end sanctions the right of revolution \\hen rulers or governments become ef- 
fete, corrupt, despotic or ilestructhe of the ends they were instituted to sub- 
serve. 
In a previous issue the L< adcr s ild that "so long as Nero or King 


Theebo.u held the reins of power t':cy held it of God," but in speaking of the 
former's deposition it says in its la-t issue, "the deposing power was an agree- 
ment of Christendom to prevent a repetition of reigns like Nero's." Passing 
by the historical accuracy oC the s' itement that Nero's deposition was the re- 
sult of any agreement of Christendom, this is an adirnieslon of the right of 
people to change their ru'ers or t.ieir form of government—the very essence 
of the doctrine that the right of 5 u-ernment rests on the consent of the gov- 
erned. 


In response to the assertion that If St. Paul's statement (that resistance to 


constituted authority Is t» purclid -,e damnation) he accepted then we mu-it 
also accept the doctrine of non-i esistance, the Leader says "this was the 
favorite argument of the English divine rightists, but it is a plain non-so- 
guiter." However, uhat fo'lows in the same paragraph hardly goes to prove it: 


"Will any one deny that the authority of parents is from God? 
XVe are 


commanded to honor father and mother as we are commanded to honor th-i 
King. 
But comimon sensi demands and Scripture approves that we some- 


times must refuse to obey our parents; there'are circumstances in which -\. ti 
ore emancipated from out parents power. In precisely the same way there 
ate circumstances In which we m ly not obey the King or chief magistrate, 
there are circumstances in which !t may be lawful to resist him, to depoie 
him, to change the form of govern nent. If tHe occasional cases in which we 
are fiee to disobey our parents dies not take away the divine sanction of 
parental authority, why s-hould the occasional cases of justifiable rebellion 
take away the divine sanciion of civil authority?"

authority when circumstances just fy it. But who is to determine when au- 
thoritj is abused? The ,-roverned, of course.

MINISTERIAL LIMIT.

committees, one question above

others, has been brought prominently 
to the fore. It Is a question of whether 
the present conference shall restore the 
ministerial time limit of three or five 
years, or permit the present plan of 
inlimited tenure, which was adopted 
at the General Confere ice four years 
ago, to continue. The bishops In their 
annual addresses touched 
upon 
this , 
jut carefully refrained from express- j 
ng any opinion that touli be 
con- , 


strued by the conference one way or 
another, and as yet there has been no 
authoritative statement on the subject 
from any one in the conference. 
The committee on .tinerancy has 
this matter in charge, and the temper 
of the members as sho.vn at the first 
meeting 
v, hen 
this 
subject 
was 


broached, indicates that all will not 
DB harmonious in the disposition of 
:his problem. 


ITINERANCY, 


Many of the annual i onference have 


memorialized the Central Conference 
to take action upon this matter 
and 
retore either the three or the five year 
Imlt 
Ten memorials were read by 


the secretary of the Committee on 
Itinerancy at the flrsl meeting 
and 


many times this number are expected 
to be filed with the sub-committee of 
fifteen which has the matter in hand, 
before final action Is taken upon the 
subject in committee next Frlaay. 
There seems to be a gi owing sentiment 
in the membership of the church, ac- 
cording to many of tho delegates, that 
the historic system of an itinerant min- 
istry is in danger of being destroyed by 
an unlimited pastorial service, and it has 
had Its effect upon mony of the dele- 
gates. In addition a considerable num- 
ber of ministers who aie located in the 
less desirable fields, and an army of lay- 
men who find themsehes in possession 
of the less popular pastors, are clamor- 
ing for a. time limit.thnt will give them 
the benefit of a change. On the other 
hand are strong, conservative leaders like 
Doctors Buckley, Upham, King Day, Lit- 
tle and the younger pastors, like Doctors 
Bckhan. Downey, Anderson and Hughes 
who are now serving beyond the old five 
year limit in their favoilte parishes, wll 
endeavor to hold the church to 
four 
years further trial of the unlimited ser- 
vice. 
There are now befort: the conference 
a sufficient number of memorials, resolu- 
tions and petitions,, on various sub- 
jects to occupy a JRsslon lasting twice 
as Ions as the present one is planned for.

In all this great wert, the only club 


that can successfully 'jompete with it 
is the Denver Women's Club. When 
the California club .can outgrow Its 
internal dissentions it will be a for- 
midable rival. 


Meantime the founders of the club 


are looking aghast at some recent de- 
velopments; the club has drifted a long 
way from the intentions of the orig- 
inal founders. And old members are 
beginning to ask If it is to be'entirely 
a social club-—and that wouldn't be 
satisfactory, a.t all, A club must stand 
for something in these days of progre». 


In a social way, it might be a very 


good place for "the social climber." 


But the Ebell club includes many 


women of assured social position, and 
they would never belong to the club 
just to give a handy to the ambitious 
social climber. 


A club must represent something else 


for them, or it will not have their 
support.

IRRIGATION NOT YET PERFECTED 


It must toe remembered that while 


irrigation is as old as civilization, it 
has not reached the stage of perfec- 
tion. It is both a science and an art. 
As a science It demands the exercise of 
sound Judgment aided by the skill of 
the engineer to determine from what 
source an adequate supply of water 
for a known quantity of land can be 
obtained, and whether It can be ob- 
tained upon terms to make it a com- 
mercial success. As a science it re- 
quires the judgment of the statesman 
to flx the rules by which 
property 


rights caTi be controlled and protected. 
A good illustration is found in tihe law 
under which you are organized and 
for which 
you are 
Indebted to my 


friend. Hon. C. C. Wright. As a sci- 
ence also, it requires the aid of the fin- 
ancier, to flnd the funds to pay for the 
construction. 
On the other hand, as 


an art, it is to yield profitable results. 
It is the exercise of art to determine 
how much water is required for differ- 
ent kinds 6f crops; how often and 
when the water must be applied. All 
this raises the importance and digni- 
ty of the farmer's vocation. In fact It 
will ultimately make it an intellectual 
pursuit, quite as Important, if not as 
learned as one of the professions, and 
quite as worthy the attention of our 
universities.
